DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of legal phraseology 
"comprising, said" as recited in lines 1-8, such terminology should be avoided in the 
abstract Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

I- As to claim 19, the claimed limitation "wings" as recited in line 5, and "one or 
both wings" as recited in line 7, are vague and unclear because it is not clear if the 
claimed limitation in line 7, "one or both wings" is the same as the claimed limitation 
noted in line 5 above. Applicant should restructure the claimed language to prevent 
double inclusion throughout the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-13,16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Garcia et al. 6,698,627. 

Garcia et al. disclose a fluid dispenser assembly as seen in Figure 1, which 
comprises a fluid dispenser having a wrapper (4) encasing the dispenser at least in part, 
the wrapper defining at least one application zone that contacts the dispenser as seen 
Figure 1 , wherein the wrapper comprises outer side edges (41 ,42) by which the 
assembly is held securely in a hand (col. 4, II. 42-45), wherein the dispenser comprises 
a body (10) forming at least one substantially cylindrical segment, the segment defining 
an affixing zone that contacts the application zone of the wrapper as seen in Figure 1 , 
and the dispenser further comprises a dispenser head (2) actuable while holding the 
wrapper by the outer side edges, a protective cap (5), a pump (note: the manually 
squeezable action toward the reservoir's wall is considered to be the pump). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 9-20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 10/31/2005 have been fully considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Schneider et al. 6,206,243, Becker 3,469,743, Duquet et al. 
6,651,846 and Garcia et al. 6,540,079 disclose other types of fluid dispenser assembly. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
